PATTERN PROBLEM 

Q l’m reupholstering my sofa and some 
chairs, and I want to use patterned fabric.

HAKE ROOM 

Q How many rooms can we create with a 200- 
sqm space ? — Lovely P. Abalo 

A A 200-sqm residential space can comfortably fit 
three to four bedrooms depending on the type of 
residence (i.e., if it’s a house-and-lot or a condo unit). 
This is important because of the difference in space 
requirements and allocation of space for the common 
areas, such as the living area, dining area, and kitchen. 
Allocating rooms will also depend on your preferred 

size of bedroom. When 
kept to a minimum, the 
200-sqm space can 
definitely accommodate 
a larger number of 
rooms, following space 
requirements as stated 
in the National Building 
Code of the Philippines: 
“Rooms shall have a 
minimum size of 6.00 
square meters (65 
square feet) with at least 
horizontal dimension 
of 2.00 meters (6 feet, 

7 inches) for rooms of 
human habitations.”

The 
danger of customizing, sometimes, is that 
it’s no longer fit for the posture of your 
body or your reach, as in the case of a low 
drawer. There are standards in furniture 
design that are in place so you will feel 
comfortable. When you sit on a chair, for 
example, that’s exactly how your body 
should react to the chair,” Geoff says. 

As to versatility, Dhalton Home 
pieces can be used even in a modern or 
contemporary space. “You don’t have to 
buy a set. A few pieces would be good. And 
the ones you find here — even if it’s just 
a chair or a jar — look different once you 
place them in your home.”

THE PLOT: Millionaire Jay Gatsby 
is bent on getting back the love 
of his life, Daisy Buchanan, after 
years of separation. In an attempt 
to do so, he throws lavish parties 
at his mansion in the hopes of 
attracting the attention of Daisy. 

He did, but the rest is tragedy set 
against the decadence of the 1920s 
Flapper era. The film is praised for 
its grandiose production setups, 
and that’s no surprise.

T wo years ago, when Albert and Tanya Salazar bought 
their 32.5-sqm unit during its pre-selling period, 
they already had an idea on what to do with the 
place.

Transitional homes are best 
for newlyweds — until they 
start having children. Interior 
designer Tala Singson, RL’s 
associate stylist, says it s best 
to consider asking yourself 
these questions before 
splurging on your transitional 
home fixtures: 

1. Will I be able to take 
this with me to my new 
home? Sooner or later, you 
will be moving out of your 
transitional home. That s why 
it s best to have less built-in 
fittings and more freestanding 
shelves to make it easier for 
you to move things when that 
time comes. 

2 . Will I still want this in 
the future?” But just because 
you re not planning on staying 
put doesnt mean all your stuff 
should be disposable. It s also 
good to invest in the big pieces 
like mattresses, six-seater sofas, 
and dining furniture, since 


your future bigger home. 

3. Will it give my space a 
personal touch? Transitional 
homes are often rented out to 
other people once the owners 
decide to move to a bigger 
place. However, it is still 
advisable to purchase basic 
fixtures like lighting and 
accessories that can give your 
space a homey, personal vibe. 

4. Will it fit my budget? 
Since it is a home you re 
keeping for the time being, 
it s important to always 
keep your expenses in check. 

It doesnt mean, however, 
that quality should be 
compromised, especially if 
you plan to rent out your 
place sometime in the future. 
For instance, when it comes 
to wall treatment, it s better 
to use paint than wallpaper, 
since paint serves the same 
purpose but at a lower cost.

Married for seven years, Albert and 
Tanya have traveled to the most exciting 
places — from Central Europe to Japan and 
Korea.

WHEN NOT TO D.I.Y. 

Its great to undertake DIY 
projects at home, especially 
when working on a tight 
budget. But some tasks that 
require special skills are 
best left to the pros. Here 
are our experts’ take on 
which tasks should be left 
to skilled hands: 

1. Repainting a room 
or the entire house. If 
the space is small, then 
DIY is an option. Hire 
a professional if you’re 
painting large-scale areas, 
especially for outdoors and 
waterproofing,’’ says interior 
designer Wilmer Lopez. 

2. Repainting or 
refinishing a furniture 
piece. "Simple cracks or 
scratches can be done 
by yourself, as well as 
changing the color of a 
chair, which can be a 
fun weekend task. But for 
special finishes, a pro is a 
must,’’ says "Wilmer. 

3. Reattaching detached 
floor tiles. If it’s just one 
tile, reattach it using tile 




glue. "But if you’re going 
to change everything, 
kino-compute yun, so 
everything has to be 
aligned. For experts na 
yun" says Dr. Eleanor 
Malicdem, a former 
home economics professor 
at the University of the 
Philippines-Diliman. 

4. Wallpapering. This 
can be done for small 
and simple patterns that 
one can easily match with 
the next few rolls. For 
complex patterns for tall 
and wide walls, hiring a 
professional is advisable, 
adds "Wilmer. 

5. Repairing roof leaks. 
Eleanor says you can 
repair minor leaks and 
small holes yourself using 
sealants and roof paint. 
However, if you’re having 
a hard time going up the 
roof, she suggests hiring 

a pro. When you need to 
change the ceiling, Eleanor 
also suggests getting a pro 
for exact measurement 
and quotation. 


F or blogger and stay-at-home mom Helene Santos, DIY 
was the way to go in decorating her family’s home. 
She and her husband Vince purchased the property 
from a build-and-sell entrepreneur who already had 
the whole place renovated. “When we walked in, it 
felt like home,” says Helene. 

“We liked it kasi wala na kaming aayusin. Lalagyan na lang 
namin ng furniture,” she says. She also planned on repainting the 
walls, among other minor home improvement projects. 

When they moved in, Helene resigned from her job as an 
account executive in an advertising agency. “So stay-at-home 
mom na ako. I had a lot of time rin on my hands. Tapos, I said, Til 
start a blog din para may magawa ako ,’” says Helene, who writes 
about lifestyle, food, her experiences, and her DIY projects in her 
blog MrsMommyHolic (www.mrsmommyholic.blogspot.com). 
“Before pa, mahilig na talaga ako sa mga DIY, so whatever na 
makikita ko na nice, naiisip ko, ‘How can I make it?’” Helene loves 
browsing other blogs and Real Living magazine for inspiration. “I 
wanted to save money rin. I didn’t want to spend a lot.” 

Helene and Vince first had the wall in the dining area 
painted in navy blue and white stripes. “I was thinking 
magandang accent wall ‘yun,” says Helene. But of all the areas in 
the house, it was the children’s room where Helene poured out 
her DIY smarts. She even repainted the striped ceiling and aqua 
walls herself! “Parang adventurous ako here, siyempre pag kids, 
colorful, fun. Tapos wala naman silang masasabi kung anoyung 
gawin ko. Wala silang choice,” she says with a laugh.

All the other areas in the house show Helene’s 
eye for beautiful but affordable pieces, and of 
course, her DIY skills.

Next 
to the foyer is the living area, where a graphic, 
black-and-white area rug steals the show. A mix 
of custom-made, DIY, and home store finds is also 
found in the space. 

The same mix also characterizes the dining 
area.

bottom “Originally, I bought another desk, and it just 
wasn’t big enough,” recalls Daniel, who works from 
home at least once a week. Replacing that old desk 
is Daniel’s previous dining table (which proved to be 
quite small relative to his dining chairs.) Keeping the 
nook conducive to telecommuting is a desk lamp from 
Mobler, while accessories from Dapitan Arcade and 
Regalong Pambahay keep it from looking too formal. 


I t wasn’t Daniel Lamb’s initial intention to make a home for 
himself in Metro Manila. Planning to stay in the country 
for only a short while, he decided, instead, to do the same as 
most expats: rent a fully furnished apartment. 

“I was on a six-month contract when I first came to the 
Philippines,” recalls the 31-year-old general manager for Telstra, 
Australia’s largest telecommunications and media company. “So I 
really just wanted a place to sleep when I come home after a hard 
day’s work.” 

But once presented with the opportunity to extend his stay in 
Manila for two more years, Daniel’s priorities swiftly changed, 
and he decided it was time to settle in for this next chapter of his 
life in a more comfortable home. 

“I liked the look of the place I had before, but after living there 
for a while, I realized it just didn’t feel like me,” reveals Daniel. “I 
just wanted my own things around, pieces that are my taste and 
furniture and accessories that make me feel like I was at home.” 

Right after renting an unfurnished 240-sqm condo in Makati, 
Daniel started picturing the look and feel of his new home. The 
reality television aficionado’s peg: Bruce (now Caitlyn — Ed.) and 
Kris Jenner’s sophisticated and Hampton-style home in California, 
as seen on Keeping Up With The Kardashians. 

“I really like the way the home feels so comfortable, but 
still has a glam look to it,” declares Daniel, who has an earnest 
appreciation for the Kardashian-Jenner mansion’s black, white,

3 . Keep it simple. "Don’t overdo your 
design.

and gray color scheme, the grand vision of interior designer Jeff 
Andrews. “Even though it’s so well-designed, there are beautiful 
items throughout the home, like personal photos and artworks, 
so it still feels homey.” 

To create his own captivating yet comfortable home, Daniel 
knew he’d need expert help. So he called upon two up-and- 
coming interior designers, Real Living editors Dagny Madamba 
and Tala Singson, to help him bring his vision of a modern, 
sleek, and masculine space to life. 

“Being in a foreign country where styles and tastes differ, it 
was really important to have people to help me navigate through it 
all,” admits Daniel, who previously styled his own home in Sydney 
and is currently decorating a vacation home in Australia’s Hunter 
Valley wine region. “The designers were able to listen to what I 
wanted, and I was able to show them the things I had bought that 
just weren’t working. They were able to find the right pieces to fit 
the space, and they were able to either tell me the places to go to 
where I can get what I wanted, or they sourced the pieces for me.” 

But the designers didn’t just show him where to shop; they 
also taught Daniel, a self-confessed color-phobe, to see his home 
as more than just black and white. 

“The first time the designers came over, they put some really 
colorful items, like throw pillows,” remembers Daniel. “They 


came back two weeks later, and I’d changed them back to black 
and white. But gradually, over time, I got more comfortable with 
color. And we ultimately landed in a place where eighty percent 
of the home is black, white, and gray. But there are splashes of 
color, without being too fin your face,’ that make the place pop. 

I really like how those bright items create different areas of 
visual interest in the space.” 

Along with getting Daniel to see his home through rose- 
colored glasses, Dagny and Tala opened his eyes to ways of 
filling his sizeable living spaces properly. For instance, they 
brought in shelving units and a bar to add more depth and 
height to the otherwise flat unit. Tala and Dagny also created 
cozy spots, like reading nooks and roundabout seating areas in 
spaces that used to be bare. These additions made Daniel’s unit 
more homey and inviting. 

While he admits the space will likely evolve over time “just 
to spice up the place a bit,” Daniel doesn’t foresee making any 
major changes to the overall look of the place. “I love it, and I 
love being here,” exclaims Daniel. “There’s a lot of my stuff in 
Australia in storage right now that I thought I’d keep forever. 

But now that I look at this completed place, I’m so comfortable 
living here... that I just want to pick this place up and move it all 
back with me.”

Architect Clara da Cruz Almeida’s prefabricated Pod- 
Idladla unit is designed as the perfect, cost-effective, 
compact urban or holiday home — and can be adapted to 
function completely “off the grid.” Its timber-clad exterior 
can be left as raw wood or supplied in any number 
of colors, allowing it to blend in or stand out from its 
surroundings. The compact size of the structure means 
that maintenance or repainting of the lower section of 
the exterior can be done without scaffolding. 
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outh African architect Clara da Cruz Almeida was 
trying to come up with practical advice for a recent 
intern — a former student who had moved back home 
after graduating, and was now effectively camping 
in his mother’s garage, using public transport to 
make his way to a new job in a posh office. The disconnect 
between this student’s two spaces rankled. 

“I told him he had to invest in property before buying a car,” 
Clara says, adding that a car would only depreciate. But, 
when they started looking at available options, Clara quickly 
realized that purchasing the usual house-and-lot would be 
completely beyond her intern's budget. Determined that he 
should still be able to “start small, with top-of-the-range 
facilities” and not have to compromise on aesthetics or design, 
she proposed a more novel solution: what if he could just 
purchase a house, and negotiate for a lease on land? 

Clara’s idea was to create a pre-fabricated, compact 
housing module: one that can stand alone or be integrated 
with other units, that can fit into a backyard or side space of 
an existing house, and which can, on its own, be mortgaged in 
the same way as a conventional property. 

The architect explains this concept: “You bring the house, 
someone else provides the land, you sign an agreement, and 
then you can build up your savings until you’re able to buy 
your own property, or you simply move the house when you’re 
ready to move. It can be your site office during construction, 
or it can become a beach house. Or the landowner can buy the 
house from you and use it for rental accommodation.” 

The first requirement was that the finished product would 
be something her former intern — who inspired the idea, but 
didn’t see its completion — can afford. “That’s what we called it 
at first: A House for a Young Graduate,”’ Clara says. “Although 
I thought there would be many other people who would want 
it: a woman who wants to run her psychoanalysis business 
from outside her house, people who take on lodgers, or who 
run backpackers’ accommodations.” 

“A House for a Young Graduate” was then renamed “Pod- 
Idladla,” and the specifications of the design were determined 
by three factors: first, the “minimal space you need to live; 
the space you really need for things;” second, the size of the 
boards used to finish the inside of the unit (by using the 
existing dimensions as a guide, Clara was able to minimize 
waste); and, finally, transport limitations, as the unit has to be 
easily transportable. 

On a visit to Stockholm, Clara met a landscape architect 
who had converted a cupboard space into a toilet. As with 
many older homes, its indoor plumbing was a relatively recent 
luxury, and it perfectly served a family of four. “I measured 
it, made a plan... And I have wanted to use that plan since 
forever,” Clara says. 

She also looked at Japanese approaches to living in 
extremely small spaces. “They have very flexible rooms,” 

Clara says. “It comes from the sliding wall system — what 
can be a lounge to one person can be a bedroom to another. 


In keeping with the pod design, the wooden deck can be assembled 
around the house in modules — depending on the available or required 
external space — in almost any shape. The deck covering is included 
in the pod’s standard fittings, but if required, the area can also be more 
enclosed. For added security, roller shutters can be installed above 
the glass doors that open onto the deck.

When you want to make a smalt footprint 
go up,” says Clara, “It’s more economical 
that way.” The high pitch of the ceiling 
makes the narrow dimensions of the Pod- 
Idladla feel relatively spacious — with lines 
elongated by the ladder leading up to the 
mezzanine, which is currently used as a 
sleeping area.

left The pod’s compact kitchen has been 
fully kitted out with a fridge, freezer, 
dishwasher, two-hob gas stove, and a 
large “universal sink” that can be used for 
washing dishes or doing laundry. 

Facing the kitchen, on the left, the fold-out 
table can be used at different extensions 
depending on requirements, either as a 
full-length dining table, a side table, work 
surface, or as a coffee table. 

With the “bottom level” of the kitchen 
unit allocated to functional workspace, 
the vertical space above the stove and 
surfaces is used for storage — including 
the hanging dishrack on the wall and a 
thin spice rack. The universal brackets 
mean storage can be staggered and 
played with simply by “clipping in” new 
boxes or brackets to the system.

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In a tiny house, every space should have dual usage — if not 
triple!” The Pod-Idladla, therefore, has “spaces, not rooms. 

You can use the task room to store clothes or keep your sports 
equipment. You can have an upstairs study if you don’t want 
to sleep on the mezzanine.” 

Even the shower is integrated into the passage space. “Is 
it logical,” Clara asks, “that a facility you use once a day, for 
five minutes, should have a room by itself?” The area is fitted 
with the kind of paneling used on boats so that the timber gets 
“humid after showering, but not wet,” Clara says. 

For the interior design and fittings, Clara approached 
Katy Taplin and Adriaan Hugo of design company Dokter and 
Misses. “I love their spirit, their minimalism, their use of 
materials,” Clara says, describing the duo’s work as “kind of 
industrial but, at the same time, with a humorous quality.” 

With limited floor space, storage solutions were done 
vertically: Dokter and Misses installed a plywood box system 
that can be easily moved between spaces using universal 
brackets. Light fittings were modified to be similarly 
transferrable — hung from sockets or hooks, and plugged 
in on the wall. Because the cables were no longer hidden, 
Adriaan and Katy elected to make them even more visible in a 
beautiful, bright orange.

“Moving things around lets you customize the way you 
live,” says Katy. “Because it’s such a small space, you really 
have to customize it to your own specifications. You also 
don’t have the luxury of saying, 'This is an office, and it’s 
always an office.' Sometimes it’s a laundry, sometimes it’s a 
spare room.” 

The furniture, too, were developed with dual purpose. The 
dining room table can be used fully extended as a sideboard 
or as a coffee table. The couch can be folded into a cube-like 
ottoman, a lounge chair, or pushed together with another unit, 
transformed into a small mattress or a full-sized couch. “It’s 
a pretty basic thing,” says Adrian, “It’s the proportions that 
make it work. It’s big enough for one person, but it also folds 
up and can be stored neatly against a wall.” The key, says Katy, 
was to ensure that dual purpose also meant ease of use. “I 
don’t want to sit with something that does 10 million things, 


but I’ve got to do a lot of work to use those things. If a product 
takes too much effort to change, you’ll just leave it the same all 
the time. You have to make sure you actually want to use an 
item in all the ways it’s designed for.” 

For Clara, the next challenge — aside from a slight 
redesign to the ladder, which, she admits, is “a bit wobbly” — 
is to finalize local production and to look at ways of making 
the pod more thermally responsive so that it is adaptable to 
different climactic zones. “None of the skin, as we have it at 
the moment, is using a thermal mass material.” But, she says, 
there are several ways to cope with that through installing 
water tanks or having a rock bed below the base; or, in 
other conditions, working with extra screens above specific 
aspects of the unit. The underlying idea, however, is not to 
spend all of one’s time at home but to “live smaller, spend 
less money, and go out more often.” RL

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ust because you rent doesn’t mean you can’t make the 
apartment your own. Granted that rules, regulations, 
and landlords may limit your decorating options, but 
as Emma Rochfort shows in her two-bedroom rental, 
it’s the details that count. Whether it’s a fresh lick of 
paint, banishing bare walls with art, graphic accents 
on cushions and blinds, or even a simple stack of books — 
the details can work together to send the message that the 
temporary space belongs to you. 

Walking into Emma’s and her boyfriend Miles’ airy, 
light-filled apartment, it’s easy to see why Emma had the 
“I want it now” moment as soon as she saw the space. The 
windows look out to unobstructed sea and mountain views. 
The rooms are spacious, with high ceilings, and most 
important of all, they’re efficient. 

“I hadn’t expected to find such an amazing flat in Hong 
Kong. Miles saw it on the Internet — no photos — and booked 
us an appointment. Another couple was leaving as we were 
walking in, and told us it was ‘just awful’. Either they were 
looking for something brand new or they wanted to put us 
off!” Emma recalls. 

This homeowner has a discerning eye for design, and 
she’s made the space come alive through artwork and 
furniture she’s collected over the years. “Art really makes a 
room or a home,” Emma advises for anybody who’s renting. 
“I get my art when I travel, and each piece makes a great 
memory of the place you visited. And framing in Hong 
Kong is super cheap. I have an apron that I stretched over a 
wooden frame, and it’s honestly the one piece I get the most 
comments on.” 

Emma’s lucky that her family is equally into art and 
design; they even swap furniture, and the Bauhaus-style 
leather-and-aluminum chairs are her sister’s. “My mom 
found the antique chairs, and my dad has gifted me some 
amazing art, such as Keith Macgregor’s 1983 photo of 
Kowloon that he gave me when I was moving to London. It 
reminds me of my childhood and really captures that old 
Hong Kong feeling.”

TO BUY PROPERTY? 

PURCHASING REAL ESTATE PROPERTY 
IS EXCITING, ESPECIALLY IF IT IS YOUR

DOCUMENTS, READ UP ON WHAT REAL

1. Don’t bite more 
than you can chew. 
A good rule of 
thumb is to allot a 
maximum of 30% of 
your monthly income 
for amortization 
(www.imoney.ph). 
Bank home loans 
vary and usually 
allot a 15-year 

term payment for a 
condominium and 20 
years for a house 
and lot. If you find 
bank interests too 
high, consider PAG- 
IBIG, which offers 
Risk-Based Pricing 
Adjustments (for 
more info, go to your 
nearest PAG-IBIG 
office). Keep in mind 
that the amount 
loaned does not 
include association 
dues and parking 
fees. These are 
computed usually on 
a per-square-meter 
basis, but it varies 
from developer to 
developer. 

2. Know your rights 
as a real estate 
buyer. 

The Maceda 
Law, also known 
as The Realty 
Installment Buyer 
Act or Republic Act 
6552, is a law that 
is a “public policy 
[that] protects buyers 
of real estate on 
installment payments 
against onerous 
and oppressive 
conditions.” 
Meanwhile, PD 957 
is commonly known 
as Subdivision 
and Condominium 
Buyers’ Protective 
Decree. The 
primary purpose 
of this decree is to 


protect the buyers 
of condominium 
projects and 
subdivision 
developments 
against 

misrepresentations 
and fraudulent 
activities of 
developers, sellers, 
and operators. 

3. Don’t be easily 
enticed by the “no 
down payment” 
promise. This 
does not mean the 
developer is giving 
you a free pass 
when it comes to 
paying the property’s 
equity. It only 
means you are not 
required to pay the 
full amount in one 
go. This is because 
the down payment 
(or the equity) of the 
property is stretched 
throughout the 
allowable term given 
by the developer. 

For example, most 
developers usually 
require 20% down 
payment, and 
the rest can be 
bank-financed or 
HDMF-financed 
(PAG-IBIG). With a 
“no down payment” 
scheme, the actual 
equity price is paid 
in increments over 
a period of several 
months or years. 

And it is only when 
that 20% payment 
is completed and 
when a loan for the 
remaining 80% has 
been taken out that 
the buyer can start 
moving into his or 
her property. So 
essentially, there 
is still a down 
payment required.

“It’s important to accentuate with 
throw pillows because they add life 
and texture to a room. They can 
easily transform a monochromatic 
space into something more fun and 
bold.” With that in mind, here are 
some tips. 

1. Browse through a fabric 
collection. “Choose coordinating 
fabrics. You may also lift a solid 


color from the main pattern so the 
pieces complement each other,” 
says Donna. 

2. Experiment with pillow piping. 
“You may use contrasting colors 
to make the fabric design pop.” 
Also, a solid piping in a bright color 
will look great against another 
patterned fabric. 

3. Get throw pillows that go 
with the style of the room. “For 
example, a rich, plush texture in 
deep color adds sophistication to 
a traditional room, while softer 
cottons and linens in natural 
colors make for a modern Asian or 
tropical space,” says Donna.

100% Linen or Linen blends “Creates a 
more natural look and they usually come in 
neutral shades. Though soft to the touch, linen 
wrinkles easily.”

Blackout materials. “A type of material that 
completely blocks sunlight from coming in 
to the room. Two-in-one fabric weaves with 
blackout lining are available to save on costs.”

Sheers. “Thin, lightweight, and may or may not 
be a completely see-through material. It offers 
some degree of privacy and can stand alone, 
but is commonly used together with heavy 
drapes.”

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1. Full or Heavy 
Curtains/Drapes 
Uses: To enhance 
privacy, block off harsh 
sunrays, or maintain 
indoor temperature. 
Where to use: Heavy 
curtains may be used 
for both modern and 
traditional themes, 
depending on the 
choice of material, 
fabric pattern or print, 
and mounting style 
(grommet-type, shirred, 
pleated). These work 

in residential and 
commercial spaces, 
like hotel lobbies, 
restaurants, and offices. 
Regular or non-heavy 
drapes usually come in 
thinner, more loosely- 
woven fabrics, and can 
therefore only partially 
block off light. 

2. Glass Curtain/Sheer

REAL MAKEOVER 


CHIQUI AND JAYPEE SISON’S 21-SQM UNIT 
in Makati is a functional halfway home. 
After all, the software engineers could 
just hop and skip to their respective 
offices in the district. But Chiqui admits 
that while they accumulated furniture 
and other assets throughout the years, 
they paid no attention to aesthetics. 
“Salpak lang kami nang salpak nggamit. 
Mino-move lang namin, pero walang 
ay os. Pareho kaming walang hilig sa 
interior design.” 

But when the opportunity came to 
make their cozy space more suitable for 
their small family, the couple grabbed 
it. “Di ko naisip na may way pa na 
maayosyung space, kasi lagi kong iniisip, 
‘Paano kaya gagawin ’yun?’” 

Interior designer Vivian Gacad came 
to the rescue. “As with most condo units 
with very limited space, storage is key. 
When I first came to visit, I noticed 
that they have no decent closet to hang 
their clothes in. But I was hesitant 
to add another huge closet. Then, I 
remembered Chiqui telling me that she 
and her husband would like to have a 
bed that has ample storage. So I thought 
of creating this multifunction bed that 
also serves as storage and closet.” 

Vivian refers to an elevated bed that 
she had customized to replace the generic 
bunk bed that the couple originally had. 
The bed has enough space underneath to 
fit an office chair and a small work desk, 
and can even store other small furniture 
pieces that the couple does not use often. 
For convenience, Vivian also had low 
“stair boxes” made and placed at the foot 
of the bed. Making this area inviting 
are beddings and printed pillows from 
Robinsons Department Store. Combination 
blinds from Handyman allow the couple 
to control the natural light streaming 
through the unit’s windows, while a 
white droplight (also from Handyman) 
illuminates the space at night. 

Vivian also considered the couple’s 
two-year-old daughter’s needs, even 
if she does not stay in the unit every 
day (the limited space prompted both 
parents to have daughter Autumn stay 
with Jaypee’s mom in Cavite. They go 
home there every so often). “I left a large 
space to move around in in the bedroom 
area. I told Chiqui that her daughter is 
growing and she needs the play space, 
too,” Vivian explains. 



An elevated bed is an ingenious 
way of maximizing this small 
studio unit. The ample space 
underneath can be used to 
store items and even small 
furniture that the homeowners 
occasionally use. Pillows and bed 
linen from Robinsons Department 
Store and a droplight from 
Handyman complete the look. 

At the foot of the bed are 
pretty planters from Robinsons 
Department Store that house 
herbs like mint, basil, and parsley.

Prior to this makeover, Jaypee and Chiqui had no dining table. Vivian solved 
this by fashioning one from plywood and an existing metal rack. The green 
chairs are from Handyman. A pegboard from Handyman that Vivian had 
repainted in apple green serves both as an accent and a magnet board. 
What used to be a cluttered small kitchen (no thanks to freestanding 
racks that made the space look cluttered instead of organized) is now airy. 
Laminated shelves from Handyman, which Vivian had painted in white, serve 
as proper storage for cooking and dining utensils from Robinsons. 




Because the unit has a limited floor 
area, the couple’s work station also served 
as their dining table. To make this setup 
more conducive to sharing good meals, 
Vivian fashioned a proper (albeit small) 
dining table from plywood painted in 
white and a base that is actually a sturdy 
storage rack. 

Another challenge was to tame the 
kitchen clutter. “There was no ample 
storage space, so we built shelves. We 
organized it in such a way that it would 
look nice enough to welcome them home 
after a long day,” Vivian says. The designer 
sourced shelves from Handyman and had 
them painted white. Kitchen organizers 
from Robinsons Department Store keep 
the tiny space spic and span. 


Tying together the whole look is a 
refreshing palette of apple-green and 
white. Vivian took off from the existing 
color scheme that she noticed in the unit. 
Small items like a kettle, wall clock, and 
weighing scale are all in green. “I was 
so surprised to see that she picked out 
my husband’s favorite color to decorate 
the place. Manghuhula siguro siya!” 
exclaims Chiqui. 

Seeing how everything turned out 
made Chiqui giddy with excitement, 
especially since she deliberately kept 
Jaypee in the dark as to the progress 
and final look of their home (as of this 
writing, Jaypee is on an out-of-the-country 
work assignment).
